In his recent masterly address before the Canadian Club, at Regina, | 

lon. Winston’ Churchill declared with emphasis: and without any 
qualification, that the greatest need of Great Britain and the Empire 
today was a long period of world peace. Great: Britain, he said, was making | 
wonderful progress. It was more prosperous than ever before, more people 
were employed, the standard of living was higher, but population was 
larger, taxation enormously heavy, and a long struggle ahead to wipe out | 
the huge burden of war debt. But, he reiterated, all that was necessary | 
was a long period of peace to enable the Old Land and the whole Empire | 
to re-establish themselves, develop their great resources, and thus enter | 
upon the greatest era in their history. 

Mr, Churchill, therefore, urged the Canadian people to do everything 
to develop a strong sentiment for peace: Such a sentiment existed and was 
growing stronger every day. Statesmen’ everywhere were striving for it. 
But his message was to each and every individual to do their part, to think | 
peace, talk peace, act peacefully. Only so would the. nations themselves | 
become peaceful in thought and outlook; only so could statesmen effect 
those compromises and develop those policies essential to world peace.’ 

Finally, Mr. Churchill confidently predicted that, if such a state of | 
mind was .cultivated by the masses of the people, the longed for peace 
wuold be maintained. There would, no doubt, be uprisings and troublous 
times among the less civilized peoples. such as were in evidence in Russia | 
and China, but people should not be misled by these into thinking that | 
general world peace was impossible of realization. 

Canada,, with its cosmopolitan population, containing, as it does | 
representatives of almost every nation under the sun, has a particular duty 
to perform. It is clearly the duty of the people of this Dominion, both in 
‘the interests of Canada itself, and of the world at large, to cultivate | 
the kindliest of feelings toward each other, to refrain from looking dowu 

‘upon their fellow-citizéns of other racial extraction as inferior to 
themselves, to be considerate of their customs and habits. 

It is likewise in the interests of Canada, and of world peace, to stuay | 
international problems, and to resist to the utmost those 
tendencies to erect walls of division between this nation and that, whether 
ihose walls be military, naval, social, or in relation to matters of trade and 
commerce. It should be the aim of the Canadian people to be friendly 
with all other people, and, instead of emulating any of them in policies of 
fsolation, exert their influence to the end that cordial goodwill be developed 
instead of suspicions and antagonisms. : ens

Making Correct-Map 


Experts Are Working On Accurate 
: Picture Of World 

So féw placés remain unexplored 
that most people take for granted 
that modern maps give an accurate 
picture of the world. Yet’ nearly 
everyone has a distorted idea of the 
sizes of most countries and their 
geographical relation to each other. 

The blame lies in the commonly 
accepted map of the world which 
children still study. This map was 
designed by Gerardus Mercator in 
1538, and is known as the Mercator 
projection, or system of showing the 
world on a flat surface. It gives a 
grossly inaccurate picture, writes 
Karl Vooght, in Popular Science 
Monthly for September. 

For instance, the United States 
appears nearly twice as large as 
Brazil, although in reality it is} 
amalier. North America is shown as} 
-about twice as large as South Amer- 


ica, though they are approrimately| 


equal in size. Greenland is shown as 


being larger than Australia, and yet)

Growing Pure 
Seed Grain 


Careful and Painstaking Work In 
Growing ‘Seed Grain 

No good seed grower can grow 
grain without working over his fields 
and seed pilots, to remove the im 
purities of “rogues” which he may 
find in the growing grain. This re- 
moving of impurities is called “rogu- 
ing.” 

At the present time it is practi- 
cally an impossibility to grow pure 
carefully and 
painstakingly going over every foot 
of the area set aside for seed, and 
picking out the odd - bearded heads 
from the bald main crop. Eyen where 
the seed crop’ is very good and no 
really outstanding impurities can be 
noticed, the careful grower goes over 
the plots to remove the plants which 
are not quite: up to the high stana- 
ard set for good seed. 

The easiest way to “rogue” a sced 
plot is to walk down the seven-:nch 
path between the drills, and carefully 
scrutinize all the heads which  be- 
come visible in each of .the three or 
four drills on each side of the path 
being followed. By walking slowly 
and carefully, and noting the. heads 
in the six or seven rows as you pass: 
along, all impurities or-abnormalities 


can be quickly detected, and the off- 


type plants can then be pulled up by 
the roots. If the plot is particularly 
bad, turn about and come back on 
the same row, and in this way a 
number of” off-heads may be found 
on the return trip. 

At seeding time the seeder is often 
run back on the wheel mark, which 
leaves a 14-inch path down, which is 
easy to travel at all times for rogu- 
ing purposes. However, if the ficids 
are dirty with weeds, it is often a 
bad practice to leave such a place to 
harbor and produce weeds. 

By carefully going over the seed 
plot after the plants have fully head- 
ed, and once again just before the 
grain ripens, most of the impurities 
can be easily spotted and removed 
before harvest. i 

The seed plots which are thu: 
carefully “rogued” in the manner ex- 
plained above will contain only pure 
seed, and subsequent crops should be 
purer and cause less trouble at: har- 
vest time than the old, uncared for 
seed supply.-By J, G. Carl Fraser 
Ottawa.

May Join Expeditions 


Great Britain Likely To Ask Canada 
To Take Part In Polar 
Exploration 
‘Canada and Australia may be ap- 
proached in connection with British 
expeditions to the North and South 
Poles for exploratory and meteor- 
ological purposes within a few years. 
Leading meteorologists of the Em- 
pire. met in conference at the Air 
Ministry to consider weather fore- 
casting in relation to the Empire 
generally, and in particular to avia- 
tion and agriculture within the Em- 

pire. ‘ 

Dr. G._C, Simpson, who is director 
of the British Meteorological office, 
said Great Britain had one of the 
most ably organized meteorological 
services in the world. Discussing 
polar exploration, Mr. Simpson said: 
“We cannot allow exploration of the 
polar regions to be done by foreign- 
ers. It is up to us to take a real 
share in it. If there is going to be 
a definite attempt to investigate the 
polar regions, north and south, in 
1932, we must be prepared to take 
our part. We shall approach Canada 
and Australia about sending out ex- 
peditions. 

A British-Australian expedition is 
already on the first leg of its jour- 
ney to the polar regions of\the south, 
under Sir Douglas Mayson, but the 
purpose of this expedition is mainly 
scientific study of the economic and 
fishing resources of that section of 
the world, ‘ 

Knowledge of meteorology was & 
vital need for the success of Imperial 
transport, Lord Thomson, Secretary 
of Air, pointed out. He believed 
that in a few years, airships and 
aeroplanes might be guided just as 
ships on the seas were navigated at 
present, but if thig was to be brought 
about there would haye to be a great 
advance in meteorological knowledge.

Britain’s Atlantic Fleet 


Finest Naval DPnit In Existence and 
‘ Largest In World 

The Atlantic figet becomes the) 
greatest single fighting force in the} 
| world by ‘the decision of the admiral-| 
| ty to recall five battleships of the) 
Queen Elizabeth class from Mediter- 
ranean waters to home ports and the 
Atlantio fleet. 

The transference of the battle- 
ships, not only an important change 
in distribution of the navy, but an 
entirely new departure in British} 
naval policy, means the balance of 
| power is removed from Malta and | 
| Gibraltar to the Atlantic, 

The Atlantic fleet will consist of 
14 capital ships, aNiong them the 
two most. powerful. vessels in the} 
world, the Rodney and Nelson, and 
the largest battle crulser in the 
world, H.M.S. Hood, — 

The Queen Elizabeth vessels are 
approximately 80,000 tons, armed 
with eight 15-inch guns. These five 
will join the two Nelson class ves- 
sels, the Hood, the four Iron Duke 
battleships, and the battle cruisers 
Renown and Repulse, to make the 
most formidable fi¢et assembled on 
| peace time duty in the world. 

Officially the lack of adequate har- 
bor atcommodation is the reason for| 
removal of the battleships. But there 
is more’ behind the decision than a 
mere question of detail. One sugges- 
tion is that the Admiralty, is influ- 
enced by the fact that these big ships) 
will now give the British dockyards a 
great, deal of maintenance work to 
compensate for the loss by reduction 
of the replacement program. 

The British fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean will be cut to five capital 
ships and four of the newest “Wash- 
ington” 10,000-ton crulsers.
